PRISONERS 
TURNED INTO 
BLOCKS OF ICE 


Appalling Story of Method of 
Slow Murder Adopted by 
Huns 


LONDON, June 7.—(Via Reuter's) 
—Another appalling story has just 
been added to the long list of Ger- 
man atrocities, This is an account 
given by a member of the Royal navy 
division, who was captured at the 
siege of Antwerp, and has now arriy- 
ed in England, after escaping to a 
neutral country. He tells of flendish 
outrages on British prisoners on the 
Riga front, involving the slow murder 
of 40 men sent out to work under fire, 
It had been decided, he says, that out 
of a batch of 500 British soldiers, 36 
should die as the result of an allega- 
tion that 36 German prisoners had 
murdered by British sentries. 
The men were formed in groups of 
three and the misdeeds of any indi- 
vidual was visited on all three men in 
the group. They were taken from the 
working parties at the end of the day, 
made to mount on a brick and then 
were tied up to a pole, the brick 
afterwards being kicked away, leay- 
ing the men suspended two and one- 
half hours each night for fourteen 
nights In the intense cold. Forty men 


died as a result of this treatment, for |

WHEAT FROM 
NORTH IS SENT 
TO WINNIPEG 


Sheridan Lawrence Arrives in the 
City—Brings Shipment to 
Peace River 


Sheridan Lawrence of Vermilion, Peace 
River, arrived in Edmonton on Wednes- 
day's (rain from Peace River, coming 
direct by steamer and rail. He brought 
75 tons (2,800 bushels) of last year’s crop 
of wheat to Peace River by steamer J). A. 
gromen and is shipping to the United 
Grain Growers’ Grain company of Winn!- 
reg. The sicamer trip up the Peace occu- 
pied two days. The freight charges were 
40¢ per 100 for bringing the wheat from 
Vermilion to Peace River and loading it 
on the Dunvegan railway cars. Last year 
Mr. Lawrence shipred seven cara of wheat 
by the enme route, but that included the 
surplus of several years’ crop. The ship- 
ment of this year is the surplus of last 
senson’s crop, over and above what was 
ground Into Mour for local use and sale, 
about 1,000 sucks, ond @ reeerte of about 
S00 bushels, rendered necessary by the} 
isolated position of the settlement. 


Tarms on Extensive Scale, 

Mr. Lawrence farms on a somewhat ex- 
tensive scale. Last year his total crop 
was abdout 7,000 bushels of wheat, oats and 
barley, and the year before 9,000. He has 
540 acres under cultivation in three farins. 
All the crop was sown before he left at 
the end of May, except about 20 acres, 
which would be sown to barley. Mr. Law- 
rence employs thirteen teams of work 
borses, keepa 160 head of cattle and he 
wintered 115 pigs. 

Seeding waa somewhat Inter than usual 
this spring ond began on May Ist. The 
ground was in good condition. There was 
nu delay of a day or two caused by a light 
fall of snow about the ard or 4th of May, 
The snow did good aud caused but little 
delay. 

Wheat Yield 78 Buse. Per Acre. 

Last year's wheat crop yiel@ed_an ayver- 
8g* of 25 bushels per acre. What was 
sown on stujomer fallow grew too rank 
and wae delayed in ripening. It was 
somewhat frosted. The wheat grown on 
stubble was all right. The oats and bar- 
ley did well. These are raised chiefly for 
etock feeding, but this year the demand 
for oats by teams working on the port- 
age at the Chutes of the Peace about 
fifty miles below Vermilion, took up Mr. 
Lawrence's surplus at 75¢ a bushel. 

340 Miles North of Edmonton. 

The Vermilion settlement is in townships 
108 and 100 {yn ranges 12 and 18, west of 
the 6th meridian. I[t ts 840 miles further 
north than Edmonton and somewhat less 
than 100 miles further west. It ts 950 
feet above sea level as compared with 
Edmonton, 2,200.

It is, Of course, a great convenience to have} 
a first class steamer ahreeay regular trips 
to the railway. But that is only during 
the summer. In winter the frozen river 
is the highway. ‘This means of truvel 
has few redeeming features Land pros 
pectors who wish to look over the Ver- 
milion district must ship thelr tenmsa by 
steamer or raft from Peace River. This, 
of course, deters prospecting. Cattle have 
been driven through from Vermilion to 
Peace River but there is no wheel track 
or even a well defined pack or sleigh 
trail. 

Settlers have gone to Battle River prai- 
rie from Peace River by tcam and there 
is a wagon trail from Vermilion south- 
west to Keg river. Between the end of 
the wagon trail at Keg river and the set- 
tlement at Battle river is about 75 miles 
If a practicable wagon trail were opened 
for this distance it would be another im- 
portant step in bringing the further de- 
sclopment of the Vermilion district within 
reach.

A mass meeting of carpenters was 
heid last night at the Labor Hall, both 
union and non-union men being pres- 


ent in considerable numbers. 

The question of an increase in 
wages was the chief matter under dis- 
cussion. It was finally agreed to 
make effective a higher rate on July 
1. It was pointed out that a $6.50 
rate per day had prevailed in Regina, 
and also Moose Jaw since May 1, con.

to this scale.

question to their respectvie locals with a) 
view cf having same approved and ap-| 


ly carry into effect the securing of a char- | 
ter from the Dominion Trades Congress.” 

The above resolution was unanimously 
adopted at a well attended meeting of civic | 
employees held at the Albion Hall, on Fri- 
day night and forms the starting point of 
a new organization, which, as stated at 
the meeting, it is hoped will do much for 
the welfare of all civic employees, as well 
as to co-operate in the right spirit with 
those who are entrusted with the govern- 
ment of the city’s affairs. As remarked at | 
the meeting, the object of the federation, | 
by exercising a wise jurisdiction over the 
actions of the departmental unions, will, 
be to prevent strikes, and not to encourage 
them. 

It was arranged that each of the civic 
unions should be asked to select three | 
representatives to the next meeting, when 
they will report on the decision of the 
locals as to their attitude towards the fed- 
eration, and that the meeting will take 
place at the Labor Hall on Thursday, June 
20, at 8 p.m. 

General Feeling in Favor 


It is understood that general opinion 
among the employees is greatly in favor 
of the unions federating. There are four 
departmental unions in existence, the 
street railway, firemen, civic service union, 
which ineludes the indoor staff at the 
elty hall, and the civic laborers, and mem- 
bers of these unions present expressed 
themselves strongly in support of the {dea. 

A. Campbell was elected as chairman of 
the meeting, and J. R. Adshead was chosen 
as secretary.

It 
had been Edmonton's failure to take 
any action or to organize which had 
prevented the capital headquarters 
from being located at the capital city 
of the province,

Mr. Bennett opened his remarks by 
saying that we were at the point of 
the greatest stress and strain of the 
greatest confilot of all the ages, which 
depended upon the material aid of 
those who remained at home as well} 
as upon the'soldiers in the fleld to 
carry on to a successful conclusion. | 
Unless we supported our soldiers tuo 
the utmost extent of our capacity, 
unless we were prepared to sink our 
personal opinions to forget our dif- | 
ferences, there was no possibility of 
earying this war through to victory. 
If an inconclusive peace were forced 


again the burdens we are bearing. 
The Red Cross Soctety was a visible 
and concrete evidence of that inflex- 
ible will of our men and women to 
accomplish the end that victory 
should be oure, 

After sketching the history of the 
Red Cross Society and the Geneva 
convention, Mr. Bennett gave a word 
of warning against enemy propagan- 
da, in the secret, sly suggestions that 
there was graft and fraud, and that 
the whole movement was “piffle,” the 
seeds of which, he said, were being In. 
dustriously sown tn this as well as 
other countries, He cited the case of 
a box of cigars given to the Calgary 
Red Cross which were deciraed to 
have turned up in the Yukon. With 
infinite pains that box of cigars had 
been traced, step by step, through 
Canada, overseas, through the vari- 
ous depots and distribution system to 
{te ultimate destination at the front. 
These same insidious forces were at 
work in the United States, which as 
never before was feeling the heart- 
beat of a common race, and fighting 
for a common cause, to try and sow 
dissensions between it and England, 

Mr. Bennett described in detail] the 
organization and work of the Red 
Cross in this country and_ province. 
and overseas. Its threefold objects 
were raising money, making supplies 
and looking after the sick and wound. 
ed in the hospitals at home. It was 
proposed this year to raise in Can- 
ada $4,360,000, and Alberta's share 
was $250,000 in cash. Of this sum 
half a million was appropriated to 
buy supplies, $300,000 was allotted 
to the Red Cross of Allied countries, 
$100,000 to hospitals in England, 
$600,000 to the prisoners of war fund, 
$100,000 to the St. John Brigade, etc. 

For Prisoners of War 

Speaking of the prisoners of war, 
Mr. Bennett made a special plea for 
closest co-operation, as the Red Cros# 
was the only authorized medium of 
communteation. There were 3.000 
Canadian prisoners of war. Hach of 
these gets three parcels a fortnight 
from London, storm or’ shine, and 
they would continue to get them, 
whether we contributed our share or 
not. The Germans stole some, but it 
was on record that 98 per cent. of 
these gifts were delivered. The prac- 
tice of “adoptions” had been discon- 
tinued. In one case the same man 
had been adopted by five different 
people at once, Now only next-fo-kin 
had the optional privilege. 

Respecting Alberta's contributions 


the speaker said that in 1916, 1,22 
cases, valued at $104,000 had been 
sent; in 1916, 1,358 cases, worth 


$119,175; im 1917, 4,651 cases, worth 
$302,000; and in the first six months 
of the present year, 1,669 cases, val- 
ued at $191,000, 

His final appeal was for each man 
and woman to ask himself or herself 
the question: “Am I worthy of this? 
Am I worthy of these men and of the 
sacrifices they have made and are 
making? Can we face those who re- 
turn? Can wWe face our own con- 
sciences and our God and answer in 
the affirmative?"

Reports of Progress Presented on 
Home Work aud Social 
Service 


London, Ont., June 7—Home mission 
and social service night of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian church 
measured up to the best traditions of 

| the past. Dr, Peter Strang brought 
| & message of progress from Saskatche- 
| wan, where he is a superintendent of 
| misgions. Rev. Dr. Shearer told of the 
| accomplishments and progress along 
| the lines of social welfare, legisiation 
and reform. A speaker who made a 
| deep impression, was a missionary of 
foreign birth, Rev. A. J. Heinon, of 
Copper Cliff, who is working among 
thirty thousand people of his own 
nationality, the Finns, in Northern 
| Ontario, who havo settled there 

| Captain P. L. McKinnon declared 
| the compulsory church service was the 
| grandest thing in the Canadian army. 
| “It 1s a Ibel soldiers,” he said, “to 
gay they do not prize religion and 
|truth. ‘The men are earnest and 
reverent.” 

Food Controller Thomson was un- 
able to attend but was represented by 
G. W. Jones, who commended the 
work the clergy is doing to assist in 
conservation. He urged that church 
socials be arranged so as not to cause 
the eating of an extra meal. 

Dr, Sedgwick, of Hamilton, present- 
ling a@ report on social service, showed

A committee with Dr. McQueen, of 
|} Edmonton, as convener, was named 
to deal with the surplus, 

The following regulations are to be 
considered by the assembly: 

1. That the distinctions between 
Class “A” and “B" students be minim- 
ized and that all student missionaries 
be paid $10 per week and board, in- 
stead of $8 per week and board for 
“B" students as before. 

2. That regulations regarding sal- 
aries be amended to read “ordained 
married and unmarried missionaries 
$1,100 per year and house and $900 
per year respectively, as at present.” 

This recommendation was referred 
by the assembly to the original com- 
mifttse to act along with the finance 
board and a committee to be named 
by the assembly, the problem to be 
dealt with by the general. assembly. 

Dr. Peter Strang went at length into 
missionary work {n Saskatchewan. He 
declared that one hundred men were 
needed there at once, to take care of 
a situation arising from the fact that 
there are 800 schoo} sections in which 
no kind of religious instruction is 
given by any church, Dr. Shearer, 
discussing soctal service work, stated 
that one compensation of the war was 
that it had been possible in short time 
to abolish evils which had been fought 
for years. 

Dr. Shearer declared the greatest 
work of the social service department 
had not been brought about by legis- 
lation, but by the awakening of the 
public conscience. 

Resolutions relating to social prob- 
lems in Canada were adopted by the 
assembly this afternoon. 

Rev. W. A. Shearer of the Alberta 
division has tendered his resignation 
as the head of that division.

Ottawa, Ont., June 7—The militia 
department has issued a memorandum 
explaining the method which has been 
adopted for dealing with applications 
for leave of absence from military 
service to last remaining members of 
a family and in cases of extreme hard- 
ship to dependents, The memorandum 
is as follows:

From a statement made in par- 
liament it appears that Pennsy1- 
vania coal for use on Canadian 
government railways Was bought 
at prices ranging from $6.40 to 
$7.85 per ton when the coal was 
destined for use in the Eastern 
provinces ; while Pennsylvania 
coal for shipment to Fort W illiam 
was bought at $4.75 per ton. It 
appears from this that the price of 
coal at the Pennsylvania mines 
depends upon its destination. The 
farther the coal is to be shipped, 
the cheaper the price at the mine; 
the idea being, of course, to ex- 
tend the market as far as possible 
into territory where competition 
is to be met. There is a suggestion 
jn these figures of a possible rea- 
son why Pennsylvania coal is able 
to penetrate the Canadian market 
as far west as Regina.

Coal Situation 


N summer, wheat is king in the Canadian prairie west. Everything turns on the prospect or assurance 
of big production; but experience has proved that unless preparation is made in the year before, there 

is danger of failure and the prospect of light returns. The complexities of civilization demand timely 
and adequate preparation. Unless there is sufficient and suitable preparation at the proper time, the 


needs ef the world cannot be met. 


[NX WINTER, on the Canadian prairies, coal is king. At 

times—and in some winters for long periods—coal is 
more necessary than bread. People may go hungry for 
days at a time, but under certain circumstances they will 
freeze in a few minutes. The problem of coal supply must 
be dealt with in advance. Just as there must be fall plow- 
ing, if there is to be successful spring seeding of wheat, 
so there must be summer development of the coal mines 
or there cannot be a largely increased winter output. The 
cost of coal mine development is great, and must be car- 
ried in part by sale of the coal mined as development pro- 
gresses, or the cost of large development is greater than 
any moderately capitalized company can carry. The 
mines must sell the coal produced in the process of summer 
development, or they cannof make that development, and 
so be ready to meet increased and progressive demands 
when winter comes, 


WING to railroad and mining conditions in the United 

States the Province of Manitoba and the eastern part 
of Saskatchewan will be compelled to depend for their 
coming winter’s coal supply on Alberta mines, It is in 
every way desirable that this demand should be promptly 
and efficiently met. It is Alberta’s opportunity to become 
established as the source of coal supply for the whole of 
the Canadian prairies. There is a strongly organized and 
determined opposition in Winnipeg to the entrance of Al- 
berta coal into that market. If Alberta mines are unable 
to meet the needs of the eastern part of the prairie region 
when the stress of winter comes, it will be an argument 
for all time that will be used persistently by the agencies 
of the Pennsylvania coal operators in Winnipeg to pre- 
vent the expansion of the Alberta mining industry in that 
part of the Prairie West, more especially within range of 
the influence of the city of Winnipeg 


RECAUSE the mines are at our doors we naturally feel 

that, when winter comes, whoever else goes short of 
coal, we will not. In view of present conditions we are 
apt to look upon the question of coal supply to Manitoba 
as one between the people of that province and the Alberta 
coal operators, and as if we, the coal consumers of 
Alberta, had no interest in it. The householders of 
Alberta need coal in winter just as much as the house- 
holders of Manitboa. They are fully conversant with 
the qualities of Alberta coal. The stoves, furnaces and 
grates are fitted to use it. It is the only kind of coal 
they ever use, or probably ever will use. Therefore, the 
question with the Alberta consumer is merely whether 
he will stock up with coal in the summer or wait until 
winter. 


|F the people of Alberta will lay in their supplies of coal 

during the summer, it will help to keep the mines in 
ope“*tion and enable them to carry out a policy of devel- 
oy ® it, so that when the stress of winter comes they 
will be able to meet the demand that must of necessity 
be made upon them. To do this is, to some extent, a sac- 
rifice on the part of the Alberta consumer. He can be 
sure—or almost sure—that under any circumstances he 
will be able to get the coal he requires at market price 
whenever he requires it, and as the price is now rising he 
feels that he can afford to wait and take a chance on lower 
prices Jater in the season, or even when the coal is in full 
demand, If everyone takes that view there is no other 
result possible—the most responsible authorities are 
agreed—than that there must be a coal shortage, intense 
suffering and immense loss during the coming winter, 
should it be other than unusually mild. 


T is as reasonable that coal consumers should prepare in 

the summer for the needs of winter as it is that the 
wheat producer should prepare in the fall of one year for 
the crop that he will sow and reap in the next. It took 
the West many years to arrive at a knowledge of the ne- 


een ee rere ea 


cessity of this course in wheat production. It is to be 
hoped that it will not need the experience of even one hard 
winter to impress upon coal consumers the necessity of 
helping in summer to prepare for the cold of winter, which 
never fails and only varies in degree. The Prairie West 
is faced with the assurance of an absolute reversal of 
ordinary conditions in regard to fuel supply; and the ques- 
tion is: Shall these conditions be met by adequate prep- 
aration in good time, or shall they be ignored until it is 
too late to deal with them? 


EOPLE are not inclined to buy on a rising market for 
the purpose of storing for future use. This applies to 
coal possibly more than to any other article of necessity. 
Within recent weeks the standard price of coal to con- 
sumers in Edmonton has risen from $5.00 to $5.50. To 
the consumer with four or five months of light coal con- 
sumption ahead this looks like a hold-up that he does not 
need to stand for; and if he is told that the price is likely 
to rise still higher after the first of July he naturally de- 
clares for the Asquith policy to “Wait and see.” The argu- 
ment of the coal operators in regard to the rise in price is 
somewhat along these lines: The capital investment in a 
coal mine accounts for only a small part of the price of 
coal. The greater part of the price is made up of labor, 
transportation and other charges necessary to production. 
The margin of profit per ton is small in comparison with 
the price of coal under all circumstances, even the most 
favorable, so that a very small increase in the charges of 
operation wipes out the margin of profit, and compels the 
operator to charge the increase in the cost to the con- 
sumer, if the mine is not to be worked at an actual loss. 
Some of the Edmonton mines deliver by team to the con- 
sumer direct from the mine, but the shipping mines all 
have to pay a railway charge, and, as well, a hauling charge 
from the railway station to the consumer. The increase 
in railway freight rates has been applied by the Railway 
Commission to coal at the rate of 15 cents a ton without 
regard to length of haul or quality of coal, so that a car 
of coal slack from a mine, say, within five miles of the city 
power-house, pays 15 cents extra charge the same as is 
paid on a ton of coal hauled 800 miles to Winnipeg. This, 
therefore, is a straight addition of 15 cents per ton on coal 
used in the city of Edmonton. There is also great proba- 
bility of a further advance in freight charges. The haulage 
charge was formerly 40 cents a ton; it has been increased 
from time to time, until it stands now at 75 cents ti $1.00 
per ton. There is, in addition, the provincial coal tax of 
5 cents a ton. This makes 50 to 80 cents of actual increase 
in cost to the mine, and has to be met either by a charge 
to the consumer, or as a loss to the producer. Naturally 
the companies pass the loss on to the consumer, or as much 
of it as possible, and they claim that other increased 
charges have still further reduced their margin of profit. 


TWO months of light coal consumption have already 

passed. The domestic coal mines have either been 
shut down or are running with a very small output. Prep- 
arations to meet the urgency of next winter have not been 
made by the consumer. The months of June and July 
now being entered are the months of minimum consump- 
tion of coal. They are the months of summer during which 
there is a possibility of securing a maximum of labor for 
the coal mines. Once August and harvest begin, what- 
ever scarcity of labor there has been in previous years will 
be enormously increased by harvest requirements, and 
wages may be expected to increase in proportion. A con- 
certed effort on the part of Alberta consumers and Alberta 
coal miners to secure the maximum production during 
June and July would go further towards solving the im- 
pending problem of coal famine next winter on the West- 
ern prairies than anything that could be done. The man 
who stocks up with coal now is doing important work, and 
the best he can to avert a fuel famine on the Western 
prairies next winter,

France In their determination to save 
the world from the menace of Ger-| 
man ruthlessness and tyranny.” 

Up to 1886 

Viscount Bryce says: “Up to 1886,) 
there was marked opposition between 
the majority of Irishmen and the 
majority of Englishmen, because both 
great English parties had failed to 
understand the grounds on which the] 
of Home Rule were based.) 
Since 1886, sentiment and sympathy] 
for Ireland hag been strong in the 
Liberal party and today this feeling is 
no longer confined to the Liberal party. | 

“There is now among the bulk of 
Englishmen of all parties a wish, so| 
far as possible, to meet and satisfy, 
the Irish desire for a large measure) 
of self-government. It is not too much}! 


| to say that the question of Home Rule 


is now a question not between England 
and Ireland, but one between two sec- 
tions of the Irish people. 

“This ought to be better known in 
other countries, as well as more fully 
realized in Ireland. There need be no 
fear of a return to the unfortunate} 
conditions of fifty years ago, when 
mistrust and suspicion were estrang- 
ing the two peoples. These conditions 
have passed away forever. 

Has Caused Irritation 

“It is nevertheless true that what) 
appears unwillingness tn Ireland to 
help in the fight against Germany has 
caused some irritation in England, just 


as the attempt to force compulsory 
milltary eervice on Ireland had re- 
awakened suspicion there, To the 


Irish Nattonalist it has seemed to be} 
the exercise of arbitrary authority of} 
one nation over another. 

“Many Englishmen do not under- | 
stand this attitude because they do not 
realize that centuries of conflict have} 
made the Irish people sensitively) 
jealous of thelr own nationality, and| 
the Irish mind has been @o turned 
upon itself, so much occupied with 
Ireland's grievances and claims, that| 
it has not grasped the real meaning} 
of this war. Englishmen are accord- 
ingly disappointed that Ireland does) 
not show a stronger desire to join in| 
the conflict against German aggres- 
sion. 

“What !s most wanted today is that 
the people of both countries should| 
get to understand each other more! 
completely. <A true understanding of 
one another's character and ideas is 
the basis of friendship among nations, 
as among men, Today the two peoples 
are nearer to a just comprehension 
and genuine friendship than seemed 
possible years ago. |

At the age of 21 and | 
before C. W. Sandles had finished his 
articles in law, his father supplied him | 
with four pure bred shorthorn calves, ' 
These were exhibited in five county 
fairs in England and at four fairs in 
Wales. where they won many prizes 
and a silver cup. This was an en- 
couragement that led him to continue 
to keep cattle of the better class of; 
pure breds, 

During the same year he exhibited | 
some yearlings at the London Fat | 
Stock show. At Smithfield, England, | 
his three-year-old fat steer took first 
prize and sold at an advanced price, 
above the current market price. He 
had given £45 or $225 for its mother 
and the fat steer at the age of 2% 
years sold for £85 or $425. This same 
steer was first prize winner at three | 
local shows previous to going to aon 
don, 

$4,500 for Yearling Bull. 

The following year he exhibited a 
maiden Shorthorn heifer at six local | 
ehows in Che8hire and Wales and also 
exhibited at at the Royal Agricultural | 
Show taking second prize in the class 
and being beaten by an animal owned 
by the Duke of Portland. This heifer | 
was sold by Mr. Sandles after the show | 
for £485 or $2,425 to the rtd EE 
government for shipment to South! 
America. ,He also sold at the same 
time a yearling bull, a brother of the! 
samo hoifer to the Argentine govern- | 
ment for £900 or $4,500. It was found | 
that it cost no more to feed these pure 
breds of high degree than it would | 
haye cost to feed grades. 

. At that time Mr, Sandles was oper- 
ating a farm of 480 acres In England 
and was among the first men in Eng- | 
land to conduct a colonial agricul- 
tural college for the teaching of old | 
country boys to work on colonial | 
farms. i | 

The live stock on this farm includ- | 
ed 48 head of pure bred dairy cows | 
which yielded so well that they paid | 
the cost of their keep, the wages of | 
the three milkmen and in three years | 
their progeny, being pure bred, were | 
sold at a price that repaid the capital 
cost of the original cows of the herd. 

As a result of his experience with 
feeding pure breds, he has found that 
they eat less than grades would, are 
more Interesting to handle and care 
for, and make all corcérned with their 
care devote more attention to the pro- | 
per care and handling of live stock. | 

Tt has been found that the hired men | 
take a keener Interest in the pure 
breds, studying how to judge the 
quality of the breeding, pay more at- | 
tention to the feeding, care and clean- | 
liness than they would with scrubs or | 
grade cattle. | 

Being engaged in a sedentary occu- | 
pation, which for a time was Clerk of 
the City Pollee Court, Mr. Sandles | 
found it advisable to have some kind | 
of a sideline occupation when he came 
to Edmonton, and from his previous | 
experience he naturally preferred | 
some branch of cattle raising. | 


Jerseys for City Suburbs. | 
Owing to the location of his rest- 
dence in the suburbs of the city, he] 
prefers the Jerseys to the heavier beef | 
or dual purpose hreeds. He found that 
they eat iess and take less work In 
keeping the stables clean. The Jerseys | 
were found to produce better milk 
which sold readily to satisfied cus- 
tomers. The heifers can be readily 
sold to any person desiring a family} 
cow for the Jersey cows are noted for 
their gentleness, | 
The only fault which he has found | 
with the Jersey milk is that it is too 
rich for the average child to take 
without being diluted with water. 
Mr. Sandles started with his present 
herd at Edmonton South with one! 
Jersey cow and at various times dur- 
ing the last three years has had up- 
wards of twenty cows, Together with 
Mr. Harper of Westlock, he imported 
a carload of pure bred Jerseys from | 
IXentucky last year. His intention | 
from now on is to weed out the)! 
grades and keep nothing but pure 
breds in his herd. However, he has had 
to curtail production owing to his 
hired boy joining the flying corps and 
his son is planning to join the army in 
the fall. 
Six Per Cent, Butter Fat, 
From both grades and pure bred 
Jerseys in the Sandles herd, the aver- 
age percentage of butter fat in the 
milk sold from the whole herd has 
been 4,6 per cent. and in milk from 
the Jerseys alone supplied ‘to special 
customers the milk has tested as high 
as six per cent. butter fat or over, Sey-| 
eral leading medical men have speci- 
ally recommended such rich Jersey 
milk to sick patients and weak chil-

undamaged, without the need of pas-| 
teurization, for being so close to the 
city the milk from his herd can be! 
fresh when used by the consumer. | 

From his experience with feeding 
cattle, he would strongly recommend , 
the feeding of cotton seed meal to in- 
crease the yield of milk, and the con- 
tent of butter fat and also to improve 
the color of the milk. Farmers and 
dairymen would find that the erection 
of a silo Is a very profitable invest- | 
ment. By the feeding of mangels or, 


‘ensilage in winter the dairy farmer will 


keep the quantity of milk from de- | 
creasing much when the cows have to 
be put in the stable. | 

He has also tested the advantage of 


| keeping the dairy cows groomed, for 


once he had two cows standing side by 
side and of equal value as individual 
animals and grooming of the one was 
found to increase the flow of milk} 
very largely. When a hired man is)

Music Makes Milk Flow. | 
In England on the Sandles farm) 
there was a man who was keen on ex- 
periments and once he tried a muffled 
gramaphone in the dairy barn at 
milking time. Mr. Sandles did not test | 
it personally, but the experimenter 
claimed that the use of the grama- | 
phone increased the flow cf milk, par- 
ticularly when the tunes played were 
of a soft and soothing nature. 
Weeds in the feed or pasturage eaten 


to taint the taste of the milk and de- 
crease its market value. Hence he de- 
clares that the dairymen should de- 
vote much time and energy to the er- 
adication of weeds. Pure water is also 
an essentia]. and dairy cattle should 
not be watered at filthy ponds or 
sloughs. It not only injures the health 
of the cows but the germs may also be 
carried on into the milk. In winter, 
particularly in very cold weather he 
has found it well worth while to have 
the drinking water slightly warmed. 
sulphur given at intervals in winter to 
cows has helped keep the cows in good 
healthy condition. ° 

Regularity and promptnesa at time 
of milking has been found to be very 
important. For example a Jersey cow | 
has been known to give 10 quarts of | 
milk at 6 a.m. but if left till 4 hours 
after her usual milking time she 
would hold up the milk and refuse to 
give so much, as she would have given 
at the usual time. 

Mr. Sandles is a firm believer in the 
importance of having pure breeding | 
with any kind of Uve stock and he) 
puts his belief in practice even with | 
his bulldogs, and poultry as well as, 
with his cattle. | 

Before coming to Canada, Mr. San- | 
dies was a judge of Shorthorns and! 
Hackneys at fairs in England for four} 
years. He is still a member of the |
